I Mil wards “Gold Seal" Tapestry Needle No, 23, 

Cut two 18 in, (46 cm,) squares from fabric anti work 
the design centrally on one piece. Follow the diagram 
and key for the embroidery. The design is worked in 
Cross Stitch, each cross over 2 threads each way of 
fabric—8 crosses to 1 in. (2,5 cm,). Commencing the 
embroidery in the exact centre of fabric, working out¬ 
wards on each side from centre of diagram (marked by 
*), The background squares of diagram represent 2 


threads of fabric. Press well on wrong side. Cut a 17 
in. (43.5 cm,) circle from stiff paper. Pin circle over 
embroidery so that centre points coincide. Cut fabric 
round pattern. Cut back of cushion to correspond. 
From remaining fabric cut strips 2 in. (5 cm.) wide to 
make a gusset 54 in. (137 cm.) long (the perimeter of 
cushion). Join gusset to cushion front, then join 
cushion back to gusset leaving an opening to insert 
pad. Slip Stitch the opening. 

Alternative Threads:
